Rev.  Sirs  and  Gentlemen, 

- 

In  the  Letter  which  I  lately  had  the  honour  of 
addressing  to  Dr.  Haldane,  proposing  myself  as  a  Candidate  for  the 
vacant  Professorship  of  Anatomy  and  Medicine  in  your  University,  I  took 
the  liberty  of  mentioning,  that  I  should  speedily  submit  to  your  notice 
such  Testimonials  as  I  should  he  able  to  procure,  together  with  a  state¬ 
ment  of  my  Qualifications  for  the  office  to  which  I  aspire. 

With  regard  to  my  qualifications,  I  shall  briefly  state,  that  since  the 
year  1827  I  have  assiduously  endeavoured  to  avail  myself  of  every  ad¬ 
vantage  which  the  Medical  Schools  of  Edinburgh  afford.  I  attended 
the  Lectures,  of  Drs.  Duncan  senior  and  junior,  Drs.  Hope,  Monro, 
Alison,  Graham ;  also  those  of  Professor  Russell,  Drs.  Thomson,  Mackin¬ 
tosh,  D.  B.  Reid,  and  Knox ;  and  during  the  whole  course  of  my  study, 
i  and  subsequent  to  its  completion,  I  derived  great  assistance  from  the  faci- 
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lities  afforded  to  me  by  my  brother,  Professor  Lizars,  whose  various 
courses  I  followed,  at  whose  numerous  operations  I  regularly  assisted,  and 
many  of  whose  patients  I  had  an  opportunity  of  visiting. 

1  passed  Surgeon  in  the  year  1830;  and  in  1831  became  a  Fellow  of 
the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons  of  Edinburgh.  You  wrere  pleased  to  con¬ 
fer  upon  me  the  Degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine,  and  selected  me  as  one 
of  your  Examinators  of  Candidates  for  Medical  Degrees,  a  duty  w'hich 
I  have  endeavoured  to  perform  in  a  manner  which,  I  trust,  has  met  your 
approbation. 

In  the  year  1830  I  had  the  honour  of  being  appointed  Public  Demon¬ 
strator  of  Anatomy  in  the  School  of  Medicine,  Brown  Square,  and 
the  year  following  commenced  Courses  of  Lectures  on  Anatomy  and 
Physiology,  as  vTell  as  Instructions  in  Practical  Anatomy  and  Ope¬ 
rative  Surgery,  all  of  which  have  been  attended  with  a  degree  of  success 
which  has  far  exceeded  my  most  sanguine  anticipations.  The  estimate 
which  was  formed  of  my  labours  by  my  pupils,  will  appear  from  the 
annexed  Testimonials  (Nos.  1  and  2)  ;  and  that  they  were  appreciated  by 
the  Public  at  large,  is  manifest  from  the  fact,  that  during  the  last  six 
years  my  classes  have  outnumbered  those  of  all  my  very  talented  contem¬ 
poraries.  Upon  this  point  I  refer  to  the  Abstract  of  the  Album  of  the 
Royal  College  of  Surgeons,  a  record  open  to  the  inspection  of  all,  and  a 
Copy  of  which  I  now  submit  to  your  examination. 

My  laborious  occupations  have  hitherto  left  me  little  time  for  the  prose¬ 
cution  of  other  important  designs.  I  may  mention,  however,  that  I  have 
not  been  idle  in  collecting  Preparations  and  Casts ;  and  providing,  by 
means  of  accomplished  artists,  numerous  Drawings  and  Paintings,  ibus- 
trative  of  the  Science  I  have  been  engaged  in  Teaching.  These  valuable 


materials  constitute  a  property  of  which,  wherever  my  lot  is  cast,  I  can 
readily  avail  myself ;  and  which  most  effectually  subserves  the  purposes 
of  Demonstration  and  Lecturing.  They  have,  moreover,  been  selected 
with  the  express  view  to  future  Publication,  and  will,  ere  long,  enable 
me,  I  trust,  by  means  of  the  pen  and  the  pencil,  somewhat  to  simplify 
Anatomical  Science,  and  facilitate  the  acquisition  of  Surgical  dexterity. 
The  first  part  of  one  small  work,  u  Text  Book  of  Anatomy ,”  has  already 
appeared,  and  will  be  found  to  have  been  favourably  noticed  by  the  Pro¬ 
fession. 

:  In  conclusion,  I  beg  to  assure  you,  that  should  I  be  honoured  with 
your  suffrages,  I  shall  devote  my  best  energies  to  the  services  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity  ;  for,  at  my  age,  I  wish  for  no  sinecure.  On  the  contrary,  I 
should  be  solicitous,  with  your  encouragement,  to  assist  in  forming  at 
St.  Andrews  an  efficient  Medical  Curriculum.  Other  cities  and  towns, 
such  as  Newcastle,  Leeds,  Sheffield,  York,  Manchester,  Birmingham, 
Liverpool,  and  Bath,  have  their  Medical  Schools,  which  annually  send 
forth  numerous  pupils  to  graduate  at  the  Metropolitan  Univerities ;  and 
it  would  be  a  favourite  object  of  my  ambition,  that  ere  long,  St.  Andrews 
should  be  on  a  level,  at  least,  with  the  best  of  them.

The  success  of  Dr.  Lizars  as  a  public  Lecturer  is  known, 
and  it  has  been  such  as  to  render  testimonials  on  such  an  occasion  as  the 
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present  of  secondary  importance.  But  there  are  circumstances  which  ren¬ 
der  it  proper  for  me  to  record  the  high  opinion  I  entertain  of  his  merits* 
and  it  is  with  unfeigned  pleasure  that  I  do  so. 

I  heard  Dr.  Lizars  deliver  his  first  course  of  Lectures,  and  was  struck 
with  the  endowments  exhibited  at  this  the  commencement  of  his  career, 
for  communicating  his  knowledge  with  perspicuity  to  others.  The  sub¬ 
ject  was  Anatomy,  and  the  grand  requisite  in  a  Teacher  of  this  science 
was  immediately  apparent.  His  descriptions  were  given  in  an  undeviat¬ 
ing  order,  comparable  to  that  of  Boyer ;  and  the  Lecturer  had  a  method 
of  association  peculiarly  his  own,  fixing  in  the  memory  fatiguing  details. 
In  the  dissecting  room  Dr.  Lizars  showed  an  acquaintance  with  structure 
which  was  most  intimate.  He  was  at  all  times  accessible,  and  unwearied 
in  his  efforts  for  the  instruction  of  the  class,  even  to  the  injury  of  his 
health.  The  best  proof  that  his  labours  had  not  been  unsuccessful,  was 
the  consciousness  felt  by  every  attentive  student  of  the  amount  of  ana¬ 
tomical  knowledge  he  had  himself  permanently  gained ;  and  a  large  class 
of  students  were  anxious  to  record  their  high  sense  of  the  qualifi cations  of 
the  Teacher,  on  the  occasion  of  this  his  first  course  of  Lectures.  They 
offered  him  a  very  handsome  testimonial,  which  I  had  the  honour  of  pre¬ 
senting.

Having,  however,  been  acquainted  with  you  for  the  best  part  of  twenty 
years,  I  can  at  least' testify  that  my  impressions  are  altogether  favourable 
as  to  your  proving  very  acceptable  to  the  members  of  the  University. 
Your  well-earned  reputation,  as  a  most  zealous  and  successful  Teacher  of 
Anatomy,  is  sufficiently  known  to  every  person  who  has  even  the  slight¬ 
est  acquaintance  with  the  present  state  of  the  Medical  School  of  Edin¬ 
burgh  ;  and  having,  for  more  than  one  session,  had  a  son  placed  under  your 
tuition,  I  am  in  some  measure  prepared  to  bear  my  testimony  to  the  effect 
of  your  instructions,  as  well  as  example,  in  inspiring  your  Pupils  with  an 
ardent  love  of  medical  science.  To  imbue  young  men  with  a  thorough 
love  of  knowledge,  is  even  of  more  value  than  the  actual  instructions  of 
the  very  ablest  teacher.

“  Having  had  ample  opportunities  of  observing  how  much  Students  are 
generally  occupied  during  lecture  time  in  taking  notes  of  the  Anatomical 
Demonstrations  which  are  then  being  delivered,  I  have  prepared  the  pre¬ 
sent  Treatise  with  the  view  of  saving  them  that  trouble.  In  taking  this 
step,  I  shall  probably  incur  the  disapprobation  of  those  who  imagine  that 
it  is  advantageous  for  the  Pupil  to  he  so  engaged ;  but  this  opinion,  I  feel 
convinced,  is  erroneous,  and  for  the  following  reason :  That  the  learner, 
when  thus  engaged,  generally  loses  half  the  lecture,  his  eye  and  attention 
being  necessarily  removed  from  the  object  under  description,  upon  which 
alone  they  ought  steadily  to  he  fixed.  This  little  work  will  enable  the 
Student  to  follow  Lectures  on  Anatomy  with  (I  trust)  every  possible  fa¬ 
cility  ;  and  will  supply  him,  at  the  termination  of  his  studies,  when  his 
time  is  invaluable,  with  the  readiest  means  of  reviewing  this  branch  of 
Science  within  the  narrowest  limits.  In  the  execution  of  my  task  I  have 
steadily  aimed  at  the  greatest  degree  of  conciseness  compatible  with  the 
requisite  minuteness,  and  with  accuracy  ;  and  utility  has  been  the  great 
and  constant  object  of  my  ambition.”
